Oldest Onfc Tree in France. 


The oldest tree in France, the St. 


Bernard oak, at Cunfin, is more than 
825 years old, having been planted A.D. 
1070, and is mentioned m tbe "Annales 
Ecclesiastiques du Diocese de Langres." 
It measures twenty-two feet in circum- 
ference at the collar of the roots, and is 
forty-two and a half feet high to the 
first branches. The trunk is hollow, 
and the wood has nearly all disappear- 
ed, leaving little else than the bark, 
which, too, has been eaten away in 
spots, one of the holes is large enough 
to let a man inside. A niche was made 
m the upper part of the trunk by the 
cure of Cunfin in 1749, and the statue 
ot the Virgin wasjplaced in it. 
That 


was swept away during the revolution, 
but the old tree still h-ves.

There they made a stand against the 
Spaniards in 1896. Our success in storm- 
Ing their strong intrenchments has ab- 
lOlutely demoralized them, and the peo- 
ple, are r,eady to five up the fight. As to 
the emissaries who have been Bent by 
General Luna, my opinion Is that they 
dfktre to gain time*. They say that they 
wHih to submit the question of continuing 
the war of not to their congress, meeting 
in" May.

A native proclamation. repl»ng to the 


proclamation of 4he Americans, has ap- 
peared. The proclamation is signed by 
Madhrl, for the president, and U dated at 
Canlasdro. April 15 It Is in the usual 
grandiose style, and declares, that Presi- 
dent McKinley issued Jhe proclamation 
in order to force the American congress 
to ratify the cession of the inlands under 
th» treaty of Paris, "This contract uf 
.cession was made with the Spaniards 
After Spanish domination bad been end- 
ed by the volor of our troops." the proc- 
lamation complains thai the natives 
were not represented at Pans during the 
negotiations of the treaty, and that they 
were without asaurences of the fulfil- 
ment of American promise*. It dilate.* 
upon the alleged Anglo-Saxon hatred of 
blacks, and asserts a desire to enslave 
.them. Dfeplorlng a lack of foreign aid 
In prosecuting the war. the proclamation 
concludes: "We stand alone, but we wtil 
fight to the death. Coming generation* 
will pray over our graves, shedding tears 
of gratitude for their freedom." 


The peasants in large numbers are re- 


turning vto their homes within our terri- 
tory. New telegraphic connections with 
General Lawton. by waye of Bocave, i 
were completed last night. Several Mac- 
cabelas came through the lines yester- 
day afternoon and asked, for American 
protection. They want General MacAr- 
thur to occupy San Fernando, where 
they report the insurgents are engaged 
in looting and destroying property. 


San Isidro, the town from which Agul- 


naldo is said to 'be directing negotiations 
for peace, is nearly 40 miles from Calum- 
pit, and almost directly north. It is sit- 
uated on the Rio Grande river, the same 
stream which runs through Cftlumpit, 
and afforded the insurgents the means 
for steady defense. 


Washington, April 30.—General Otis 


cabled the war department that the con- 
ference with the insurgents terminated 
Saturday morning. He says that they 
wanted three weeks in which to allow 
their congress to decide whether hos- 
tilities should cease. The proposition 
was declined. The representatives re- 
tired to the insurgent lines. General 
Otis says the insurgents are tired of 
fighting and are np doubt seeking the 
best turns. In another cable General 
Otis expresses thanks to the president 
for his appreciation of the work of the 
army In the Philippines. It is stated 
at the war department that the-insur- 
gent leaders will probably confer and 
seek another conference with General 
Otis, and that the general will no doubt 
grant another amnesty. 


The full text of the dispatches from 


General Otis is as follows- 


Manila, April 29. 


Adjutant General, "Washington: 


Conference with insurgent represen- 
tatives terminated this morning. They 
request cessation of hostilities three 
weeks to enable them to call their con- 
gress to decide \vhether to continue per" 
secution of the war or propose terms of 
peace. Proposition declined, &nd full 
amnesty promised on surrender. Be- 
lieve insurgents are fired of the war, but 
peek to secure terms of peace through 
what they denominate their representa- 
tive congress.

AT MERCY OF TRUSTS. 


Lansing, Mich., April 30.—In an opin- 


ion given to Secretary of State Stearns, 
Attorney General Oren says that Mich! 
gan is at the mercy of trusts^ there be- 
ing no law under which foreign corpora- 
tions can be excluded from the state, 
even though their capitalization and 
term of existence vastly exceed those 
allowed Michigan corporations. 
These 


foreign corporations neetl simply pay the 
required franchise, and the secretary of 
state is obliged to file their articles of as- 
sociation, thus entitling them to all the 
privileges enjoyed by Michigan cor- 
porations. The opinion says it is with- 
in^ the power of the legislature to pass 
Jaws that will absolutely exclude such 
foreign corporations from the state, ex- 
cept so Yar as their business partakes of 
the nature of interstate commerce. I 
is expected that the Legislature will ad 
dreiSs itself to this task at once.

SITUATION IMPROVING. 


Presence of the Detroit at Bluefields Is 


Having; Salutory Effect. 


New Orleans, La., April 
30_—The 


tteamer Sunneva, which has arrived 
here from Eueflelds, reports that the 
United States 
man-of-war 
Detroit 


reached Bluefields on April 19; having on 
board Minister Ferry, who came from 
Graytown, and the Nicaragua*! minister 
of foreign relations, Senor Sanson. These 
two'high officials had traveled down to 
the coast from Managua, the capital of 
the republic. 


The American was acting1 under in- 


structions received! from the slate de- 
partment, while the Nicaragua!! re- 
ceived orders from President ?elaya ta 
accompany the American to the coast 
and'use his efforts to pacify the foreign- 
ers, and quiet the opposition to General 
Torres. 


On April 18 a riot occurred between 


drunken Nlcaraguan soldiers and Ja- 
maicans, in which 100 shots were fired, 
and throe Jamaican and two Nlcaraguan 
soldiers were wounded. All the storey 
were closed in BlueOelde except two, one 
of the stores being that of the British 
consul. 


When the Detroit reached Bludfieldg a 


conference was held between Dhlted 
States Consul Clancey, Minister Ferry 
and Commander Dayton.

Our Signal Corps at Washington Gives 


It a Most Severe Test. 


Washington, April 30.—Signal corps 


officers have given the wireless tele- 
graphy system one of the most severe 
tests yet attempted in this country, pro- 
jecting waves a distance of three miles, 
with satisfactory results.

The new Ambassador takes his 
predecessors'* letters of recall and his 
own credentials and presents them to 
the-Queen.-He dhies at the royal resi- 
dence as the Queen's guest, •• and con- 
versos with her on the friendly rela- 
tions of the two countries. After din- 
ner be takes leave of the Queen and

1 The removal of thick incrustations of 
dirt and varnish from the old wood- 
work-above the outer central doors of 
,the northern porch of Westminster 
Abhey, prior to polishing up for Easter, 
shows that the wood is thickly pene- 
trated with a great quantity of small 
;shot, and bears bullet marks. The old 
jdoors beneath were removed about 
•three years ago to admit of a freer 
method of egress, and they were fiddled 
in a similar manner. The Abbey work- 
men engaged in cleaning the wood- 
'work say it is four dr five hundred 
!years old. It is very thick oak. and is 
jstudded with large iron bolt-headed 
nails, and it and the old doors have fill- 


}ed a space about fifteen feet in height 
!by seven feet in width. 


The' oaken doors of the Church of St. 


.Clement Danes in the Strand have 
been riddled in much the same manner. 
Surmise can only be ventured upon to 
account lor these strange marks on the 
old doors of ecclesiastical 
edifices, 


many of which were sanctuaries. From 
'the earliest Saxon times the sanctuary 
,of Westminster—or, as Stowe calls it, 
'"The Abbey Church Sanctuary,1' which 
he specified as "the church, church- 
!yard, close, &e."—formed a place of 


• refuge for offenders of all kinds, until 
:it was suppressed, with-all;other sanc- 
tuaries, in the reign of James I. *'But 
the right of asylum," says Dean Stan- 
ley, "rendered' the whole precinct a

ground."
